in the uſual way,and under the Pains contained in the ſeveralAdts of Parliament 
made thereannet. OUR WILLIS HEREFORE,and We Charge you ftridtly 
and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat- 
Croſs of Edinburgh, and to the Mercat-Croſles of the remanent Head-burghs 
of the ſeveral Shires and Stewartries of this Our Ancient Kingdom, and there 
by open Proclamation, make Intimation, that Our ſaid Parliament is Adjours- 
ned from the ſaid Twentieth Day of Jzze inſtant, to the ſaid fourth day of July 
next to come : And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed.
